For the purpose of county road 
improvement two meetings of the' 
county board will be held in June. 
The first will be held at the village 
hall at West Salem June 20th and 
another will be held at the county 
court house June 26th. 
Clerk Raw- 
linson was authorized to issue the 
regular calls for the meeting at the 
close of the session yesterday. 
Many road projects are before the 
county board this year, the new com­ 
missioners have taken a stand for 
permanently improving county high­ 
ways. 
It is the purpose of the coun­ 
ity fathers to spend as little as pos­ 
sible for temporary repairing during 


I the summer as is absolutely neces­ 
sary, but instead, to make improve­ 
ments of a lasting nature. • 
The chief works of this kind will 
be the turnpiking and widening of 
the abattoir road, the changing of 
the West Salem-Mindoro road, and 
the straightening of the road between 
La Crosse and Onalaska. 
A lobby composed of many farm­ 
ers from the 
vicinity tributary to 
West Salem was 
present yesterday 
working for the West Salem-Mindoro 
road. 
They were 
headed 
by ex- 
Chairman Coburn, a former member 
of the board, who appeared before 
that body, and made an interesting 
address in behalf of 
the improve- 
j raent. 
It is proposed to alter the road 
j which goes over the ridge is such a 
manner as to greatly eliminate the 
hill, and considerably 
shorten the 
distance between Mindoro and West 
; Salem. 
The route will be changed, 
so as to turn off with the Scotch 
Coulee road in the town of Hamil­ 
ton . From a point several 
miles 
down this road it is proposed to cut 
a new road directly across the hill, 
joining the old road near Mindoro. 
A resolution was presented to the 
board and passed, changing the line 
between the towns of Farmington 
and Hamilton in such a manner as 
to bring the new highway wholly 
within one town. 
New Road Great Improvement. 
The new cut will reduce the grade 
of the road from about 12 feet to 
the mile to a maximum in the steep- 
■ est place of about 7 feet to the mile, 
and will shorten the hill about three 
quarters of a mile, lying 172 feet 
lower than the old road. 
It will be a hard bottom 
road, 
where the present 
highway is of 
clay and will greatly facilitate the 
handling of heavy loads. 
One of the fathers of the project 
is Supervisor W. A. Bradley of West 
.Salem. 
Mr. Bradley spoke at some 
length on the subject. 
He presented 
figures and statistics to the board 
which were 
very convincing.

or, $114,000 worth of butter alone 
are hauled over the old road.

Farm produce, govern­ 
ment mails, and stage service are

I time. 
A new road here, would material­ 
ly lighten the drawing of loads, and 
would enable the 
farmers 
to cut 
down their drawing expenses owing 
to taking on larger tonnage. 
Progressive Association Heard From 
The West Salem Progressive asso­ 
ciation which has taken up the mat­ 
ter of road improvements presented 
a petition, asking 
that 
action be 
taken. 
The petitioners 
themselves 
have already pledged $1,100 in cash 
and work, to be devoted to the im- 
i provement. 
This amount has been 
raised by public subscription.
